EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

Claim 1 is allowable over the prior art of record because the teachings of the 
references taken as a whole do not show or render obvious the combination set forth, 
including: (1 ) wherein both driving means are arranged so that a longitudinal direction of 
both driving means is parallel with a direction in which the traveling vehicle runs and 
wherein the traveling means and the elevation means are arranged below a bottom of 
the mast. 

The closest prior art of record Malin (US-5199531) shows a rail mounted stacking 
vehicle in which the elevating and driving means are arranged below the mast towards 
the front and the rear and not the bottom of the mast.
